himſelf ſallying forth preſently upon them, took 
trom them their great batte:ing Pieces, flew 
a great number of their men ; and upos his return 
| turned the Ordinance he had lately taken from 
them, upon their own A:my, to their great an- 
. noyance. Upon this, a great part of the Chriſt:an 
j Army that lay on the other (ide of the Da»»b:, 
paſſed: over the River, and joining with Hauni-

So coming forth he was entertained 
courteouſly by the Baſla, who toid him the dan- 
ger he was in, wiſhing him to yield to Sc/ymay ; 
but the reſolute Governot refuſed; telling him, 
that he was not brought yet ſo low, but that S#- 
lyman ſhould find him able to defend the Town 
longer: but at laſt he was contented to yield ſo far, 
That in token of his ſubmiſſion to So/ymar, a 
Captain with ten Janizaries ſhould at one gate en- 
ter the Town, and ſo depart again; with which 
ſubmiſſion, Solymar afrer he had layen eight and 
twenty days and made thirteen afſavlts, was con- 
tented to take. In this Town when this proud 
Tyrant firft ſer down againſt it, were not above 
800 men, and thoſe with continual defending 
themſelves were above half (lain, and of them 
that remained, there was hardly a man free from

After this Siege Solywmay went with his men into 
Carinthia, cbuſing rather to deftroy the Country 
thereabouts, than to advance with his Army to- 
wards Vienna, where the Emperor and Ferdinand 
lay with an Army able to engage him , and after 
he had deftroyed that part of the Country, re- 
turned to Belgrade, to take up his Winter quar- 
ters,

In purſuance of this, he dividing his body int 


either ſlew,or carried Captive ; rhouſands of then, 
both Men and Women, tied together in chains an{ 
ropes, were forced to run as faſt as their Horſe, 
the Towns and Villages were all burnt down toth 
ground, and in them the poor chiidren of ſuchy 
were either ſlain, or led Captive. burnt ; ſo thi 
the whole Country ,for the ſpace of 150 miles, y 
covered with nothing elſe but fire and ſmoak. 

Th- Chriſt:an Princes hearinv of his crueltig 
divide themſelves, and beſet him as he was retury 
ing to S./;man laden with the ſpoil of the Cow 
try; which he perceiving in a valley near Neofa 
flew all the Chriſtian Captives he bad in his Arm, 
being in rumber 4000, becauſe he would not 
hindred by them; and dividing his Army int 
two parts, ſought to fly by the benefit of th 
night; one part taking the way ſouthward, di 
with incredible labour cut threugh the thid 
Woods, and ſo with littſe los came to S:lymanil 
Stiria : the other part being 8coo, led by Caſn 
fell into the Chriſtians hands, and were all deftroy 
ed,not oneeſcaped to So/yman. 

The Emperour of Germany adviſing with bs 
Counſellers, it was not thought convenient 00 
follow the Turks, who were now upon returniny 
but rather return to /Vieyza, and take an account 
of the Emperors ſtrength , which was according} 
done, and it was found upon examination, thit 
the Chriſtian Army conſifted of 90000 Foot-men, 
and 30000 Horſe, all old expert Soldiers ; wh( 
lay there ready to give the Enemy Battle : r 
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durſt have come: But So/yma» underſtanding his 
firength, choſe rather by his Horſemen to deſtroy 
the Country, then appear in the Field again|t 
him : and ſo having ſpent the Summer, he return- 
ed to Conſtantinople, carrying with him 3o0coo 
Ghriftiaus into Captivity, and leaving behind 
him the marks of his cruelty. 

Charles the Emperor hearing of So/ymays de- 
parture, marched with his Army into Jtaly, leav- 
ing with Ferdinand the Italian Soldiers to {trength- 
en his Army, that ſo he might be able to with- 
ſtand Johx,and to accompliſh the Hungarian War : 
but after bis departure they fell to mutiny, and ſo 
left Ferdinand with his own Army to defend him- 
ſelf, And thus ended thoſe great preparations 
made hy two potent Monarchs, upon which the 
eyes of all Exrope were fixed, fearing much the 
iſſue ; but God in his providence ſo ordered it, 
that there was no more but preparation, little mat- 
ter of ation falling between them.

ing that he ſhould be inforced to parley with at 
enemy in open fields, and in (ight of all his fol 
lowers, Theſe two met in open field, and dine 
together, more like enemies then friends ; but 
Grittizs troubled at his entertainment, departed, 
and vowed revenge : In purſuance of which, by 
Dzcias advice, he ſent him that night with a ſtrong 
Party of Hungarian Horſe to the Vayvods Camy, 
where having learned by his Spies, that the Biſhop 
lay inthe open fields in his Tent alone, without 
any guard, as a man without any fear ; Decis 
preſently with his Soldiers ruſhed inro his Tent, 
and before he was well awake, cur off his head as 
hc lay, all his Camp hearing of what was done, 
as men diſmayed, ſuddenly fly for fear, and - 
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His Wars m Hungary, ec. 
all they had for a prey to the Turks, and Docia's 
followers. This done, Dzcia returned to Gy:ir- 
tw, and preſented to him the Head of the Yay- 
vod. 

The report of this Murder cauſed all the people 
of Tranſylvania to rife in Armes to revenge his 
death, who while living was both loved and fear- 
ed, ſo that in few days were met together ahout 
40000 Horſe and Foot, under the Command of 
S ephen Maylet a valiant Captain. Grirras per» 
plexed with the noiſe of this great Army, fled im- 
m2diately ro CMege, in hope to ſhroud himſelf 


till King obs, or the Turkiſh S2nziack, who had 


the charge of che Borders, ſhould come to his re- 
lief ; but they forſaking him, and being unpro- 
vided of proviſions, the enemies having laid cloſe 
ſiege, in a deſperate condition failyed out of the 
Town, and being valiantly received by the Tran 


ſylvanians, after a ſtout defence, was taken, and 


beheaded by the order of Mayer the Tranſyl- 
vanian Geuerzl, And ſo ended this preat Fa- 
vorite.

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may be nearer his buſineſs, he is reſolved to be 
at Vienna by the firſt of February; which City is 
newly fortified and walled.

But the mildne(s of the win- 
ter hath diſappointed them. Several of them at- 
tempting to paſs the I/aeg, the ice brake, and they 
were drown'd. Count Nicholas Serini and Genes» 
ral Hohenlo are certainly Joyned + and about the 
latter end of December came 1200 Swediſh Auxili« 
aries thor ow Vienna and Stiermark.

There happentng at thi'time'a thick Mift, itpro- 
ved foadvanrageons to theTurks;that no good was 
to be doe upon then? Fan, 
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F an.30. he advanced to the bridgeat Eſſck; and 
on the 31,Palanks and the Caſtle were burnt. Up- 
on Feb.x. he came to the bridge,where the Turks 
kept Guard, and galled hismen. The next day 
being fair weather 5 and a good wind 9 he quickly 
burnt that fabrick which had been {ix years in buil= 


Feb. 3. he marcht again toward Five-kirk , and 
{ene two Turks that he had priſoners with him, 
Into the Caſtle to them, to perſwade a ſurrender : 
but they returned not ; and in ſtead of Terms, 
fired more eagerly then before ; killing and woun- 
ding many of his men, among whom were Major. 
General Hammerling , and Count Harberſteir , 
both ſlain) and other Officers. The Town was 
ſKormed and taken, and Feb.5. (to requite the for 
mer miſchief) laid in aſhes. From hence he mar- 
chedto Sigeth; which tis hoped may be gained,

_. » Count Hohenlo certifies , that upon this late in- 
_curſion into Txrkie, we have taken 20009 head of 
Cattel, 3000 brave horſes, 46 Braſs Guns, and 
of Blynderbufles and other Arms a great quantity; 
redeemed many priſoners; reduced and Gariſo- 
ned many ſtrong Forts; and taken much Booty 
and pillage. This pra&iſe of Serin: hath coſt the 
Turks dear ; but hath been no ſmall expence to 

' the Chrilttans alſo. 

The Tartats begin to appear in a Body , and to 
draw towards the Waeg ; butthey are eyed, and

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our forces are ready to entertain them. The Tſle 
of Schut hath been again lately threatned both by 
word and Letter : but there isno fear of it. *Tis 
faid that 20000 Turks are marching in a body to» 
ward $:#l-Ieiſſenburg, and that Count Serini re- 
ſolves to fight them : but this reſolution being 
ſuppoſed tofollow the taking of Sigeth, the relati- 


fY'on 1s ſiſpicious , becauſe there is no certainty of 
' the taking that place as yer. 


But to ſo high a pitch of fame hath vhe faid 


} Count Serir; riſen, and ſo great a reputation hath 


he acquired, that he is not onely greatly renowned, 
but highly reſpe&ed thorowout Chriſtendom ; n= 
ſomuch that when his death was but rumour'd, it 
cauſed ſadneſs in all hearts, and blackneſs 1n all fa« 
ces, Whe-e was any ſenſe of the preſent ſtate of af- 
fairs; eſpecially when the reportlinger'd a while, 
without probable contradi&ion. But blefled be 
God, that cloud 1s blown over; and this onr He« 
roe, though he hath been deeply engaged in defpe- 
rate deſignes, is himſelf preſerved, tothegreat joy 
and comfort of all good Chriſtians , as well as to 
the grief and perplexity of che Infidels , to whom 
he is become a terrour , and againſt whom they 
bend their principal force. 

His Victorious proceedings againſt the enemy 
are onall hands confirmed; that he hath not onely 
taken F:ve-kirk, (a very conſiderable place ) but 
divers other places of conſequence. The taking 
of this Five-kirk was. horribly ſanguine : for it 
ſeems they within ( diſpifing his ſmall ſtrength) 
pretending a complyance with his Propoſitions, 
drew divers of his men within reach of their Can-

This a&ion makes the Torks in a manner outra- 
gious againit tim, infomuch that they bend all the 
torce they.ca! make co ſer 1pon him; wherefore 
he is forced.co draw. off from S:geth, (whereof he 
hail eaken both the old, and new town) and betake 
kimfelfto the Field, ' and is accordingly marching 
toward * StrlWeiſſenbn-g, with intent to give them 
battd., before they. grow too numerous; being 
ehis diverted ns. his intended dettgne upon Ca- 
whz,. The Ficks forces of the Province of Br eflaw 
are ordered to march towards him with all expe- 
ditio,- to beas u reſerve if need require.
